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Editorial Notes 
N investigation of eighteen university and college libraries, 
chosen as broadly representative of principal types and of 
prevailing conditions, has resulted in the report, College and 
university library problems, a study of a selected group of insti- 
tutions, prepared for the Association of American Universities 
by George Alan Works, Dean of the Graduate Library School 
at the University of Chicago. The study was financed by the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York and has been published by 
the American Library Association for limited distribution to 
college administrators and librarians, and is not for sale. The 
introduction, by Samuel P. Capen, relates how the study hap- 
pened to be made, the conditions under which it was done, and 
concludes: 


All who participated in the study are persuaded that many phases of 
the service rendered by the modern university library are not generally 
understood by administrative officers and faculties. They hope that the 
facts here reported and the interpretations which the investigator has 
placed upon them will contribute to a better comprehension of this vital 
central organism, on the proper functioning of which the success and 
progress of every university so largely depends. 


EGINNING with the March issue the Atlantic Bookshelf 
changed from a free to a paid circulation basis. Its sub- 
scription price of one dollar is less than one half the actual cost 
of publication, the Atlantic Monthly Company paying the re- 
mainder. It “is designed for all branches of the book business 








—authors and publishers as well as booksellers and librarians.” 
Articles of interest to book people will be included as well as 
the book reviews and recommendations with which readers are 
familiar. Every angle of the subject of books—their writing, 
publishing, selling, advertising, and distribution—is of interest 
to librarians and the new Bookshelf, presenting, as it means to 
do, a variety of outlooks, is bound to be an important contribu- 
tion in this field. 


AX excellent bibliography, ‘“Toward a theatre library,” com- 
piled by Rosamond Gilder, is available in small pamphlet 
form for twenty cents from the Theatre Arts Monthly, 119 West 
57th Street, New York. It is especially valuable for its annota- 
tions which are very full, in some cases amounting to reviews. 
Sixty books have been chosen as a first buying list for the li- 
brarian or teacher. Only books in English and in print are in- 
cluded and of these the ones “which give the most recent and 
complete statement and record of their special subject rather 
than source books.” No plays are listed except those with im- 
* portant material in their introductions not available elsewhere. 


ITH the April issue of the Yale Review a new feature is 

added called “The library of the quarter; notable new 
books selected by the editors.” This consists of a selected list 
of important books with brief annotations characterizing each. 
Some longer notices of “Outstanding novels in brief review” 
follow the annotated list. The selection is discriminating, and 
the notes are exceptionally good, quite in keeping with the 
established excellence of this magazine. The fine long reviews 
of “New books” appear as usual. 


HE Los Angeles Public Library has on hand a few copies 
of a set of “Standard specifications for branch library con-

struction,” compiled as a result of their experience of the last 


two years. While they were not intended for sale, they may be 
obtained, if needed, for two dollars.

HE editorial staff at A. L. A. headquarters is engaged in 

making up a tentative list from which forty notable Ameri- 
can books of 1927 will be selected for submission to the Inter- 
national Institute of Intellectual Cooperation of the League of 
Nations. This list has been prepared for the past three years 
by headquarters, with the assistance of a number of librarians, 
professors, and specialists in various fields. In order that it may 
represent the selection of the body of the Association, as far as 
this be possible, all members of the A. L. A. are invited to send 
to Emily Miller, Editor of A. L. A. publications, titles of 1927 
American books which they consider worthy of a place on this 
list. It should be borne in mind that English books, or transla- 
tions, are not eligible, nor are new editions of older works. 
Fiction and children’s books are also excluded. Books sug- 
gested should be “on important subjects, written in an original 
and interesting manner, and capable of being read by persons of 
average culture.” :
